Colonel Herbert S. Birkett, who has 
been created a Commander of the 
Math, has for long been one of Mont- 
real's most distinguished medical 
men. He was horn at Hamilton in 
ISfil, and educated in Kngland. For 
many years past he has been one of 
the leading specialists in Canada in 
laryngology and otology, a I'rofessor 
at McCiill, and leading surgeon at the 
General, the Royal Victoria and oth- 
er hospitals here. When the war 
broke out. he gave up his work as 
Dean of the Faculty of Medicine, and 
one of the, most important profes- 
sional practices In t lie city, lo or- 
ganize No. 3 McGill General Hospital 
for war service. He established this 
hospital with characteristic complete- 
ness, and got it across to France with 
surprising speed, where it has been 
for the past year or more doing 
splendid work. The hospital was for 
some time nearer the trout, but for 
the past, year has been at Boulogne, 
and many of the wounded soldiers 
coining back from nctlve service 
have grateful recollections of the 
treatment they received (here. Last 
year Colonel Illrkett returned to 
Canada for a short, time, to arrange 
matters in connection with the hospi- 
tal, and then went back to his duties 
as O. C. at Boulogne. 

Lt.-Col. E. C. Hart. 

Lleut.-Colonel Edward Charles 
Hart, Med. '1)4, who has been creat- 
ed a commander of the order of St. 
Michael and SI. George, in recog- 
nition of his services In the Cana- 
dian Army Medical Corps, comes from 
Haddock, X.S.. where ho was horn In 
1870. He was practising in British 
Columbia when he organized No. 5 
Canadian (leneral Hospital, with 
which he has been serving in Mace- 
donia for some months. A short time 
ago Lleut.-Col. Hart was mentioned 
In despatches for his good work with 
No. 5 General. 

Lieut.-Col. J.J. Creelman. 

Lieut-Col. J. .1. Creelman. who 
has been granted the D,S,0„ and al 
so the Russian Order of St. Stanis- 
laus, has probably seen more service 
at the front thau any arillery officer 
from Canada. He Is a young man, 
but an old soldier, and was one of the 
first to offer his service* im the 
declaration of war. He was born at 

Toronto, in 1S81, the son of the late 
A. R. Creelman, K.C., chief counsel 
for the C.P.H. He had a brilliant 
i iireer at Toronto I'niversity, and in 
1907 graduated In law at McGill. He 
started his military work when 18 
years old, with the G. G. B. G. , at 
Toronto. On coming to Montreal In 
1905, he transferred to the 3rd Mont- 
real Field Battery, and made a name 
lor himself as an excellent artillery 
officer. In 1012 he was promoted 
lieutenant-colonel, commanding the 
6th Brigade. On August 26th. 1014. 
he was given command of the 2nd 
Brigade. Field Artillery, for overseas 
service. The brigade was speedily 
formed, and weut to Valrartler, 
whence Lieut.-Col. Creelman went to 
Kngland with the First Canadian Con- 
tingent .going to the front with them. 
He has since been in almost continu- 
ous active servlie, with the exception 
of a brief visit home last year, when 
he came to attend the bedside of his 
father, who was very ill, and who 
! died shortly after Lleut.-Col. Creel- 
man's return to the front. Karly In 
1916 he suffered shell shock, which 
sent him to the hospital for some 
time, hut he promptly returned to the 
front. At that time he was recom- 
mended by Field Marshal Sir John 
French for gallant, distinguished COO- 
' duct in the field. Lt.-Col. Creelman 
! was lecturer in railway economics at 
HeOm.

Lieut. John Bernard ("lion") Bro- 
phy. a populur McGill undergraduate 

in the Itoynl Flying Corps, was killed 
while flying at Kirton-in-Lindsey, 
Kngland. on the afternoon of Christ- 
mas Hay. according to information 
which has reached the University, No 
details were given in the cablegram 
which reached Lieut. Brophy's father, 
J. B. Brophy. C.B., at St. Peter's, 
Que., but it Is presumed that the for- 
mer McGill athlete met his death 
through an accident. 

Prior to enlisting in October, 1915, 
Lieut. Brophy resided in Ottawa with 
his aunt, Mrs. G. P. Brophy. 

He took his qualifying course in 
aviation al Toronto, and went over- 
seas to Join the It. F. C. in Novem- 
ber. In March of this year he cross- 
ed to France as a full-fledged aviator 
and In the months following figured 
in a number of successful aerial com- 
bats. In November he was recalled 
to Knglund for home defence service, 
and it was while engaged in this duty 
that he met death. In a recent let- 
ter he Btated that he was engaged as 
a '/.epp-( baser. 

Besides his father, the late Lieut. 
Brophy is survived by two sisters. 
Misses Kami le and Rita Brophy. also 
residing af St. Peter's, Que Sister 
St. Deo, of the Grey Nuns, Ottawa, 
Is an uun*. 

"Don" Brophy first came into ath- 
letic, prominence when a student at 
the Ottawa Collegiate Institute He 
was champion all round athlete of 
the school.

Cultivating

Tobacco requires a large amount of care throughout 

its growth. Constant shallow cultivation is practised after the 
tobacco plants are Mt out until. they have reached a sue where further 
cultivation would damage the leaves and injure the roots. The plant, in its 
early stages is liable to inju: y from the attacks of the tobacco-worm and other 
parasites which commit great devastation in the crops.

he was well known, and figured on 
the St Patrick's, the Collegiate and 
the Pastimes, twice champions of the 
Ottawa City League. In track ath- 
letics he was also a leader and while 
at the Collegiate won the all round 
championship. 

Lieut. Brophy immediately became 
a candidate for the senior McOIll 
football squad when he came to the 
I'niversity with the class of Arts '17 
in 1913. Under Frank Shaughnessy's 
hand he rapidly came Into promin- 
ence, and was placed as "sub" In the 
bai kt'ield. In the games played early 
In that season Brophy gave evidence 
of possessing football ability of more 
than average calibre. Chief among 
his accomplishments was the posses 
sion of a long spiral punt which rank- 
ed second only to Krlc Blllington's 
drives when that celebrated player, 
now with the Royal Engineers, was 
a member of the Met; ill team. On 
one occasion In the Varslty-McGIIl 
game at Montreal In 1913, Brophy 
punted seventy yards, while in the 
game with the Royal Military College 
here the punting duel between Bro- 
phy and Harwls, now with an lni- 
p?rial unit was a treat. In the 
games played later in the season Bro- 
phy became erratic, and was only 
used as substitute In the backfleld. 
Lieut. Brophy did not return to the 
University In 1914, and a year after 
war broke out enlisted In the Royal 
Flying Corps.

Dug- 
gan Is being attended at No. 24 Gen- 
eral Hospital at Etaples, to which 
he was admitted on December 20th. 
His furlough was spent In London 
with his mother, who has been in 
"ngland for some time. 

Lieut. Duggan is 23 years of age, 
ind a brother of Lieut. H. S. Dug 
îîan. Bet. '12, who was killed in action 
in ctober, 1915. He was graduated 
.n Applied Science In 1914, and at 
Ihe time of his enlistment was with 
til* Montreal Harbour Commission- 
ers.

Great enthusiasm is being mani- 
fested towards the possibility of hold 
Ing an all Canadian conference of 
this nature. While it is a new, and 
an untried adventure, everything 
seems to point to a most successful 
and profitable gathering. In former 
years the great meeting place has 
been the Northfleld Conference, which 
has enjoyed a wide reputation In our 
Canadian Universities, but the 
Knowlton Conference now being plan- 
ned will fill a long-felt want to have 
a similar conferene» to Northfleld 
which would bo entirely Canadian.

The deceased was a member of the 
Players' Club, was president of the 
Fendsoph Club, and was a member 
of the College of Physicians of New 
York. He was a Koyal Arch Mason, 
and a member of the Legion of Hon- 
our. 

Dr. Wheeler Is survived by his 
wife and daughter, and a sister, Miss 
Annie Wheeler, residing in Mont- 
real. 

Interment took place in the family 
vault in Mount Royal Cemetery on 
Tuesday.

In memory of her son, Lieut, the 
Hon. William A. D. Parnell, M.C., 
Arts '17, Grenadier Guards.

Lieut. Parnell won the Military 
Cross for extreme gallantry In carry- 
ing out a trench raid last winter on 
the French front, and was killed while 
leading his platoon to the attack 
In the early stages of the Somme of- 
fensive In July last. 

A brother, also an officer In the 
Grenadier Guards, was killed In ac 
Hon earlier in he war.

The holder of this certificate may stake mining claims to the extent of 20 
acres. 

WORKING CONDITIONS. 

During the first six months following the staking of the claim, work on it 
must be performed to the extent of at least twenty-five days of eight hours. 

SIX MONTHS AFTER STAKING. 

At the expiration of six months from the date of the staking, the pros- 
pector, to retain his rights, must take out a mining license. 

MINING LICENSE, 

The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres In unsurveyed territory. 
The price of this license Is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of $10.00 
on Issue. It Is valid for one year, and Is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year work has been performed to the 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may be acquired at any 
time at the rate of $5.00 an acre for SUPERIOR METALS, and $3.00 an acre 
for INFERIOR MINERALS. 

The attention of prospectors, is specially called to the territory In the 
North-Western part of the Province of Quebec, north of the height of land, 
where Important mineralized belts are known to exist.
